Seeing  then  that  this 
act  of  tho  church  in  excommunica- 
ting a member  comes  under  the 
“doctrine  and  discipline”  oi.Me 
church  and  is  therefore  “exclusive 
and  final”  and  knowing  they  had  no 
“jurisdiction  in  ecclesiastical  mat- 
ters” why  did  they  not  withhold 
their  opinions  as  to  this  actionof 
the  church  being  hasty,  nnjhet, 
ruthless  and  a ernei  wrong?  Here 
evidently,  the  arm  of  civil  power 
is  raised  to  strike  a deadly  blow, 
and  it  does  strike,  only  the  pow-
